Washinirton, March, 6.— The sixty- 
first Congress ended at noon Satur- 
day, having failed to plM two of the 
most talked about measures present- 
ed during the session, that provided 
reeiprocity with Canada and the per- 
manent tariff board bill submitted 
by the President. Mr. Taft imme- 
diately made ^ood his threat to call 
an extra session and in his proclama- 
tion named April I as the dateVhen 
both branches shall reconvene. Con- 
fusion, almost without a precedent 
in the history of Congress, marked 
the closing. 

Senator Bailey, of Texas, piqued 
at the attitude of his Democratic 
colleagues on the proposal to ratify 
the new State Coeatitution of Arizo 
na, includingtthe ilitiative, referen 
dum and recall features, tendered 
his resignation to the Vice President.

MaVeh 4.~Two 
youths of this city have astonished 

the public and local electricians wiih 
the daring act of using their bodies 
ai a medium for the passage of 
deadly vollage of the electric arc 
light circiii . of the Clarksville Light 
& Power Company. The young men 
arc Messrs. Frank McDaniol, a clerk 
nt Fletcher's I'harmncy, and Roger 
Alibey. an flcctrical workman. Both 
are electrical students and have de- 
voted much time to study and exper- 
iment, but why (hey are not struck 
dead while hearing dcath-dealinc: 
voltage is a mystery. Person-i, with 
technical knowledge of electricity, 
and its dangerous nature in high 
voltage, have been horrified on see- 
ing them attempt several experi- 
ments. One of the most dangerous 
in which they havf been wen is Jn 
completing a 110 volt c.rcuit with 
two arc light carbons, one carluiri 
being held by each boy aod brouKht 
in contact while they stood on me- 
tallic plates wired in a circuit. To 
make the experiment more block) 
curdling, one of the boys holds a 
carbon in his mouth while the other 
makes the contact. A light of the 
"^ame brilliancy and volume is pro 
duced ss seen in the large street arc 
lights. 

A roan in the employ of the local 
light and power company was in- 
stantly killed in this city a few 
months ago by the. same current 
with which th^ boys make bold. 
The only explanation of their im- 
munity is gradual immatation. By 
degrets. with the use of a volt-re- 
ducing device, they have taken the 
current little hy little uniil they have 
insured t-hemselves to the current's 
greatest power. 

A feat not yet perforrn'r-d, but 
promised, is to convey curreitt 
through their bodies to a motor to 
■ ii (•■■ \vii be fifed a hirge cornsi.e 
ler or >c>me other machme requiring 
power to run it.
